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Five-Day Week 

NE of the serious problems before American 

racing is the danger of too much racing. 
During the depression the sport was welcomed 
into new territory and did its part in keeping the 
wolf from many a governmental treasury’s door. 
We sometimes wonder whether that welcome was 
owing to a recognition of the essential respecta- 
bility of racing or to recognition solely of its tax- 
paying power. But at any rate racing has ac- 
quitted itself well and has justified the new ad- 
herents it has gained. Now times are better and 
the sport is flourishing along with almost every- 
thing else American. States still need taxes and 
promoters are still willing to accept profits. 

But horse racing is conducted on too great a 
scale and at too great cost to be an inexpensive 
pleasure. (When Charles Francis Adams esti- 
mated that racing at Suffolk Downs this year 
cost the patrons only $2 apiece, on the average, 
he must have been indulging in that type of soph- 
istry currently known as kidding.) Few com- 
munities can stand a continuous succession of 
race meetings and still return a steady profit to 
the tracks. The pasture is ruined if grazed too 
close. The fishing is ruined unless there is a 
closed season. No community should ever be 
asked to support all the racing it can support. 
No meeting should be extended to the point where 
it becomes a liability to the community. 

Most states have prescribed the limits of the 
racing season, but these limits, except in Mary- 
land, can hardly be said to be an evidence of re- 
straint. They simply mark off the seasonal 
periods best suited to racing. Racing commis- 
sions rarely exert themselves to restrict the 
amount of racing under their control, and only 
the California Horse Racing Board has madé any 
pronounced effort to prevent the undue multipli- 
cation of tracks in fertile territory. Thus the 
burden of proper limitation of racing lies largely 
upon the tracks themselves. 

Last year there were 15,830 races on recog- 
nized (i. e., reported) tracks in the United States 
and Canada. Apparently the total for this year 
will be about the same, or possibly slightly less. 
Thus the average racing day in North America 
now sees between six and seven tracks in action, 


and more than 50 races decided. That’s enough. 
It may turn out to be too much. 


_ In California this season all the larger tracks 
are using the five-day week, with no racing on 
Sundays or Mondays. This system, used by some 
of the California tracks for several years, has 
met with general favor. The merchants, as the 
principal benefactors, are very much in favor of 
the plan, which benefits the track also. Horse- 
men make no objection, since the meetings are 
long ones anyway. The California tracks do not 
reduce the number of days of racing, but simply 
make the meetings longer to make up for the 
Mondays omitted. 


From several men in close touch with Illinois 
racing we understand there is some sentiment in 
favor of the adoption of the five-day week for 
racing in that State. This would be a splendid 
constructive move, and THE BLOOD-HORSE would 
like to see such a plan carried into effect for the 
1937 season. All the major tracks in Illinois are 
clustered within a few miles of Chicago, and that 
city, though it is the second largest in America, 
has begun to show the effect of too much racing 
(and too many poolrooms). Since the Illinois 
racing law provides that the racing season can- 
not begin earlier than May 1 or close later than 
October 31, the adoption of the five-day week 
would mean reducing, by one-sixth, the number 
cof racing days. Such a move, we believe, would 
result in a general improvement in the racing 
situation in the State. We have not the requi- 
site experience to assure racing promoters that 
they would gain an immediate advantage from 
the adoption of the five-day week, but we can 
hand on the opinion of some of the most efficient 
and successful racing men to that effect. 

Certainly, if the permanent good of the Ameri- 
can Turf were considered, promoters would adopt 
a policy of having too little racing rather than 
too much. Even if they go no further than con- 
sidering their own good, track operators should 
understand the necessity of making the demand 
for racing permanent by keeping the supply with- 
in reason. Perhaps we shall soon see whether 


promoters recognize this necessity or whether 
they accept the motto of Louis XV and Walter 
E. O'Hara: After me, the deluge.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


OVEMBER 5. It has been bitterly cold, with 

a stiff northwest breeze. The farm crew, 
well along with the husking of the corn, has been 
filling in one side of the hayloft at the Madden 
Shed with shredded fodder which will be used in 
the rack for feed, and for bedding as well, when 
the black steers are there. The fodder is a bright 
green and is as dry as can be, in fine shape for 
putting indoors. Two fillies came in this morn- 
ing, retired to the breeding paddock. A 3-year- 
old and a 2-year-old, both are fairly well wound 
up, and so, to help unwind them and to cool 
them out, each has had a physic ball this after- 
noon. We will not turn them out into the shed 
right away, giving them time to get over the 
change from training. The weanlings are pretty 
well back to normalcy now and the worms seen 
are fewer. About 80 per cent showed parasites. 


NOVEMBER 6. The yearlings this morning were 
getting a sharp and short “blow-out” for their 
trials, which will be held Sunday, November 8. 
We expect quite a crowd here on that day and 
I have been busy this evening making some new 
rope shanks to show the mares and weanlings 
with. We use *s-inch white cotton rope, as this 
outlasts manila by far, and it never hardens 
when wet. Nor—most important—will cotton 
rope burn the hand when a horse lunges away. 
We cut the rope into convenient lengths, about 
five feet when finished, and splice a good sized 
swivel snap on one end. The other is whipped fast 
with cord, so that it will not unravel. Had one 
of our very infrequent minor colic cases this 
afternoon. An old mare this time. She soon 
rounded to when she was given an enema of 
linseed oil, soap, and water and a dose of colic 
mixture. 


NOVEMBER 7. This morning we sent the old 
steers up to the upper farm where they will be 
fed for the market. In place of them we receive 
Monday a draft of eight from the last lot of 
calves, purchased a month or more ago. These 
will be impounded in the corral where they can 
run on the straw manure from the broodmares’ 
stalls. This evening we had an enjoyable drive 
in the cart through the fields where the mares 
run and through the corn fields where everybody 
in the neighborhood is busy husking corn on 
piece-work. They are making things hum and 
the fodder is fast going into our loft at the shed. 


NOVEMBER 8. Rain commenced to fall as soon 
as we had the horses out this morning so they 
soon returned within doors. The track was dulled 
somewhat, also, when we worked the yearlings. 
Only a dozen worked, six sets of two each, as 
some of the others have bucked their shins. 
We had quite a crowd on hand and showed off 
our breeding stock after lunch, despite the rain, 
which fell all afternoon. One of our guests was 
from France, where he had charge of our head 
sire during his racing career, also managing him 
at stud for a couple of seasons ors». The gentle- 
man expressed himself delighted with the ap- 
pearance of his erstwhile charge, though, as is 
usual with these highfalutin sires, the horse ap- 
parently did not recognize his old master.

library in the shape of Harry Disston’s Eques- 
tionnaire, arrived this morning and I have spent 
a couple of hours tonight scanning its contents. 
Arranged in chapters under various headings are 
several hundred questions. The answers are 
listed in the second section of the book. 


NOVEMBER 10. At the training stable this morn- 
ing I saw a few of the yearlings breezed. They 
have commenced bucking, and the trainer wants 
them to do their bucking properly so as to have 
it all over with. Those which have already 
started to buck have their shins done up in 
antiphlogistine for a few days until the fever 
is out of the legs and then they will be thor- 
oughly blistered with our pet remedy, Irish 
Reducine. This stuff, while not pleasant to 
handle, is yet effective and the juveniles will be 
blistered from knee to coronet with it. The great 
advantage of using this remedy, which must be 
well rubbed in the first time used, is that horses 
can be turned out with the stuff on their legs. 
They may get some on their noses and face, but 
no ill effects will be seen. No bandages are 
needed. 


NOVEMBER 11. Took our new sire for a long 
drive around the countryside this morning. He 
traveled along gaily behind us in the road cart. 
The big lad loves these jaunts, which afford him 
infinitely better exercise than the longeing line 
he has been accustomed to. The longe line 
method is severe on horses’ hocks and ankles. 
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HAVE heard inbreeding praised as the only 

method of purifying and the best method 
for improving the breed. I have heard it blamed 
for everything from mushy ankles to maimed 
mentality, from inherent tonsils to inherent 
cussedness. And though I have written much 
about inbreeding, I suppose there are readers 
who are still puzzling as to which side of the 
discussion I am taking. When others have 
recommended inbreeding, I have disparaged the 
practice. When others have disparaged, I have 
defended it. 

However, I wish to plead not guilty to the 
charge of inconsistency. I have defended in- 
breeding only when the blame laid upon it 
seemed out of proportion to the facts, and have 
lectured against it only to refute what seemed 
to be unreasonable claims in its favor. The fact 
of the matter is. of course, that I don’t know 
much about inbreeding as it refers to Thorough- 
bred horses, and therefore have no very positive 
opinion, except that most of those who are for 
or against the practice are almost as ignorant 
as I am. 

But it appears to me, on the basis of incom- 
plete returns from various investigations I have 
made, that inbreeding per se is not an important 
matter for the Thoroughbred breeder’s consider- 
ation. The individual horses which form the 
basis of the inbreeding, however, are important. 
But this generalization gets one nowhere, since 
it is the individuals which are important in any 
pedigree, whether there is inbreeding or not. 

I hope finally to accumulate enough evidence 
to point to some definite conclusions in the mat- 
ter, and to develop a technique for discovering 
whatever generalizations, if any, are of actual 
importance to the breeder, and in the meantime, 
I would be pleased to hear from anyone who has 
evidence on the subject. 

The latest addition to the cumulation of 
facts bearing on the inbreeding problem comes 
from the results of the fall sales at Lexington. 
There were 350 yearlings sold at the auctions 
held by E. J. Tranter. I went through the cata- 
logue and examined the pedigrees of all the 
yearlings. Among those sold were 30 which 
were inbred with three free generations or less. 
Of these, one had only one free generation:

tion for a breeder who sells on the open market 
is the price he obtains. And these 30 inbred 
yearlings were good enough in the sales ring to 
bring a total of $25,675, average $856. The aver- 
age price for 320 yearlings which were not as 
closely inbred was $563. The average for the 
inbred yearlings was over 50 per cent higher 
than for the others. Furthermore, the 12 which 
were inbred with only one or two free genera- 
tions had an even higher average, $1,325. 

The colt by The Nut—My Tide, inbred to Fair 
Play, brought $4,600, the highest price for any 
yearling at the sale. The colt by Chance Shot— 
Penny Pan, with a double cross of Fair Play, 
and more closely inbred than any other yearling 
sold, brought $2,700, another of the top prices. 
The colt by Bostonian—-Elizabeth W., inbred to 
Broomstick, brought $3,600. The Peter Hast- 
ings—Periscope filly brought $1,600. 

Readers may use their own judgment in ap- 
praising the value of these figures. Accepted at 
their face value, they show a premium on closely 
inbred yearlings. Whether this will be confirmed 
by other sales and by racing performances re- 
mains to be discovered, but that discovery will 
be made. For the present, however, there is cer- 
tainly nothing to discount the value of inbred 
stock. An accessory item of evidence in their 
favor is the fact that of the 114 foals of 1932 
which won stakes races at two and three, 11 
were inbred with no more than three free gen- 
erations (five with only two free generations). 
This proportion (11 to 103) is even higher than 
the proportion of inbred foals among the year- 
lings in the Lexington sales (30 to 320). 

A fair picture of inbreeding methods cur- 
rently practiced in America (especially Ken- 
tucky) may be obtained from the 30 yearlings 
under consideration. Here they are, distributed 
according to the stallions which form the basis 
of the inbreeding:

The tendency to travel in droves (a tendency 
not restricted to Thoroughbred breeders’ but 
especially noticeable among them) is seen in the 
number of instances of inbreeding to Broomstick 
and Hastings. Seven of the 30 yearlings con- 
sidered are inbred to Broomstick, including one 
which is more closely inbred to Peter Pan. This 
is the result of a few successes in doubling that 
very good strain. Four are inbred to Hastings, 
and two others to his son Fair Play. A few 
seasons ago Hastings inbreeding was looked 
upon as a manifestation of mild insanity. But 
Mata Hari changed that overnight, and now 
everybody wants to return the Hastings strain 
to Peter Hastings, sire of Mata Hari. As I see 
the evidence, there is no reason to suppose that 
Peter Hastings will get better stock through 
inbreeding than through outcrossing, Mata Hari 
to the contrary notwithstanding. These so-called 
combinations, affinities, consanguinities, and 
nicks are not half as contagious among horses 
as they are among horsemen. 

Some time ago I stated the opinion that Fair 
Play probably represented the best inbreeding 
basis available to American breeders. That con- 
clusion was based simply on the tact that Fair 
Play was the strongest male element in the 
immediate background of the pedigrees of the 
best horses. More inbreeding to Fair Play is 
now being practiced, and the results, generally 
speaking, have been good.

Foaling Dates 


FTER the Saratoga sales this year I pub- 

lished (in THE BLOOD-HORSE of September 
5) a tabulation showing the average prices 
brought by yearlings foaled in January, those 
foaled in February, etc. The 44 February foals 
were the only ones which sold above the gen- 
eral average for tne entire sales. The lowest 
average, $2,242, was for May foals. But many a 
late foal fails to get ready for Saratoga and is 
sold at Lexington in the fall. Thus May foals 
average highest of all at Lexington, as the fol- 
lowing table will show:

Only four January foals were sold at Lex- 
ington, as against 21 sold at Saratoga. In both 
vendues the January foals were at a_ disad- 
vantage as compared with the general average.

BOWIE OPENS 

IMLICO closed its nine-day fall meeting after 

the program of November 11, with a good 
card, featured by the Walden Handicap (see 
below) and a supporting event for 2-year-olds 
under allowance conditions. Greentree Stable’s 
Eli Yale, a *Bull Dog colt, proved an easy win- 
ner, with the odds-on favorite, Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson’s Ocean Roll, being beaten back to sixth 
place. 

Pimlico chose this year to split up its allotted 
25 days of racing so that the spring venture had 
16 days. Betting during the 25 days totaled 
about $8,300,000, as against $7,893,001 in 1935, 
when the spring meeting had 12 days, the fall 
session 13. 

That Bowie had reason also to expect a good 
meeting became evident on opening day, Novem- 
ber 12. Betting totaled $179,088 on the first day, 
whereas the opening day in the fall of 1935 had 
a turnover of $166,274. Weather on opening day 
was not ideal, and if conditions improve the 
meeting may show still further gains. On No- 
vember 14, the first Saturday, a crowd estimated 
at 12,000 was out, and betting totaled about 
$350,000, a considerable increase over the $288,- 
598 which was wagered on the first Saturday of 
the 1935 fall meeting. 


BROOKLYN’S WALDEN HANDICAP 

Last of the richer 2-year-old races of the 
season was the Walden Handicap ($7,500 added, 
2-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles), run at Pimlico on 
closing day, November 11. The result did not 
add a great deal to the 2-year-old picture, since 
such leaders as Maedic, Privileged, Reaping Re- 
ward, Matey, and Pompoon, were missing from 
the field, but it did supply another juvenile which 
will go into winter quarters with some claim to 
consideration as a potentially strong 3-year-old 
contender. This was Col. E. R. Bradley’s Brook- 
lyn (116), a Blue Larkspur colt which has seen 
far less campaigning than other prominent 2- 
year-olds. 

W. A. Carter’s Clodion (114), winner of two 
stakes this fall, was made favorite, with Brook- 
lyn as a second choice. Clodion and Supply 
House (111), for which Sanford Stud Stable re- 
cently paid $14,000, held up the start for eight 
minutes, lunging through the gate. Then Starter 
Milton caught the field in alignment, and Bomar 
Stable’s Yellow Tulip (114), Miss Mary Hirsch’s 
No Sir (112), and Brooklyn shot away in front, 
all from outside positions. Probably because of 
the iron insistence of Pimlico stewards on clean 
racing, and the lavish use of suspensions to back 
up this insistence, there was no crowding at the 
start, no interference anywhere in the race. 
Brooklyn, a slow starter in the Pimlico Futurity, 
had the foot of the leaders, was in front around 
the first turn. No Sir was close to him, and 
Clodion was being driven hard to keep in the 
first flight. Silvio Coucci took a good hold on 
the Blue Larkspur colt down the back stretch, 
was apparently satisfied to hold only a slight 
margin over No Sir. Around the turn and down 
the stretch Brooklyn held his lead. No Sir went 
up to his head, and Yellow Tulip, which had 
raced in close quarters through the back stretch, 
swung to the outside and drove into contention. 
Through the final furlong Brooklyn shook them 
off, won by a length from No Sir, with Yellow 
Tulip a length away third. Mrs. F. Ambrose 


Clark’s Night Bud (105), which had been third 
at one stage, finished fourth, a half-length be- 
hind the Jean Valjean colt, and was followed by 
Merry Maker (109), Supply House (111), Clodion 
(114), and Tattered (106). Time, :23%, :48, 
1:1335, 1:4025, 1:4715, track good. Stakes di- 
vision, $8,270, $1,500, $750, $350.

Brooklyn first came into prominence last year 
when, as a short-backed, big-bodied yearling, he 
topped the Saratoga yearling sales, and was 
knocked down for $20,000 to George Read, an 
agent who was bidding for Col. Bradley. He 
might have gone higher, except that Mrs. Ethel 
V. Mars, who had bid $19,500, did not hear the 
next bid, did not realize that the bidding was 
against her until the colt was sold. So Brooklyn, 
which had been foaled at Idle Hour Farm, near 
Lexington, on April 29, 1934, returned there to 
await training. He did not get to the races 
until August 14, when he started in a maiden 
race at Saratoga. Both shins were bucked at the 
time, and Brooklyn did not run kindly, finished 
fourth. He returned to the track October 28, at 
Laurel Park, won an allowance race in not very 
impressive fashion. On November 3 he was a 
hard-running third in the Pimlico Futurity, was 
moved up to second place when Privileged was 
disqualified. Brooklyn’s record: four starts, two 
wins, one second, $11,595 earned. *Knockaney 
Bridge won in England, and has also produced 
the winners Battering Ram, Bubbler, and Blood- 
root (second in Coaching Club American Oaks 
to her stablemate, Black Helen, second in Ba- 
hama and Maryland Handicaps, and one of the 
better fillies of 1935). These are all her foals. 
*Knockaney Bridge is sister to Sunbridge, a 
good Irish stakes winner and dam of the win- 
ners Soldumeno (Irish Two Thousand Guineas 
and Curragh Biennial Stakes) and Resplendent 
(Irish One Thousand Guineas and Oaks, and dam 
of Windsor Lad, winner Derby, St. Leger, Ches- 
ter Vase, Coronation Cup, Newmarket Stakes, 
Great Yorkshire Stakes). Sunshot won, produced 
11 winners, including the stakes winner and pro- 
ducer Game Shot, and the producers Volsol, 
Donati’s Comet, Well Shot, Low Shot, Sunbird, 
and Airia (dam of the Irish stakes winner and 
producer Marsala). Stream of Gold won and 
also produced the winners Ahab (Gosforth Park 
Biennial Stakes), Cyrus (Ayr Gold Cup), and 
Chassepot. 
A FAVORITE WINS AT BOWIE 

Never previously a _ stakes winner, E. K. 
Bryson’s Calumet Dick (107) brought welcome 
but scanty relief to those who play the favorites, 
by winning the Bowie Claiming Stakes ($2,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Bowie 
November 12. His record stood up for three 
days, with no other first-choice finishing better 
than second. Calumet Dick, at 3 to 4, had to 
overcome interference to win, but he was enough 
the best to do so successfully. Held off the pace 
by Jockey R. Root, he was blocked on the last 
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turn when he attempted to move through be- 
tween the leaders, J. E. Hughes’ Silent Shot 
(104) and J. Butler’s Caught (107). Calumet 
Dick swung to the outside, drew out to win by 
two and a half lengths from Caught, with 
Silent Shot a head farther back. J. B. Part- 
ridge’s Prince Abbott (107) was fourth, six 
lengths farther back, and a similar distance in 
front of Lemont (3-y-0, 10812), the only other 
starter. Time, :24%5, :49, 1:1435, 1:4135, 1:483%5, 
track fast. Stakes division, $1,820, $400, $200, 
$100.

Calumet Dick was scold as a yearling at Sara- 
toga in 1933, going to Calumet Farm for $13,000, 
the highest price of the sale. He raced for 
Calumet Farm Stable until August 26 of this 
year, when he was claimed by his present owner 
at Saratoga for $2,500. Though he had not pre- 
viously won a stakes, he was second in the 
Washington Park Championship Handicap last 
year. He has started 30 times, won nine races, 
finished second four times, third six times, and 
has earned $9,720. He was entered to be claimed 
for $5,000. *Martha Snow is dam of the win- 
ners Nimba ($74,045, including Lawrence Real- 
ization, C. C. A. Oaks, Alabama Stakes, and 
Metropolitan Handicap and dam of three win- 
ners), Percussion (Latonia Cup and dam of 
three winners including the stakes winner Irk- 
some), Snow Fox, Snow King, Concession (also 
producer), and White Favor (also dam of White 
Cockade, winner Youthful and Withers Stakes). 
Snow Marten won the Oaks, and also produced 
the stakes winners Kalindi (also producer) and 
Glen Eagle, the winner Miniver, and the pro- 
ducers Royal Ermine and *Odessa. Siberia won 
Jockey Club, Park Hill, Nassau Stakes, and 
Yorkshire Oaks, and also produced the winner 
Nihilist and the producer Icefern. She was half- 
sister to Electra, winenr One Thousand Guineas, 
Sandown Park Stud Produce, and Acorn Stakes, 
and dam of Orpheus (stakes winner and sire) 
and Salamandra (dam of the good stakes winner 
and sire Salmon-Trout). 


MEMORY BOOK SUCCEEDS 

The Prince Georges Autumn Handicap ($2,500 
added, ail ages, 1 1-16 miles), run at Bowie 
November 14, could hardly be called an upset, 
though the favorite was defeated. Walter M. 
Jeffords’ Jean Bart (3-y-o0, 114) was best liked 
at 16 to 10, but Greentree Stable’s Memory 
Book (3-y-0, 120) was a virtual split choice, 
being backed at 161'2 to 10. The *St. Germans 
colt, ridden by Johnny Gilbert, went away from 
the gate last in the field of five, but after a 
half-mile had moved up to engage the leader, 
E. Kane’s Moon Side (108). After another quar- 
ter the Broadside gelding surrendered, and 
Memory Book swept on to win by two lengths. 
Jean Bart, held off the pace for six furlongs, 
closed stoutly to take second place, a nose in 
front of Moon Side. R. A. Moore’s Thursday 
(109) was fourth, and Piccolo (3-y-0, 108) was

INDOMITABLE GETS UP 

John Simonetti’s Sgt. Byrne has been a fairly 
strong favorite in his three latest starts, but in 
each case has failed to support his backers. The 
third occasion was in the W. P. Burch Memorial 
Handicap ($1,200 added, all ages, six furlongs) 
at Bowie November 14. Though under a hustling 
ride by Joe Wagner, Sgt. Byrne (118) lacked 
speed, finished last. William Ziegler, Jr.’s Wha 
Hae (3-y-0, 112) made the pace for a quarter- 
mile, surrendered to Bomar Stable’s Billy Bee 
(112), which raced forwardly into the stretch. 
Behind them Maurice Peters was working hard 
on Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Indomitable (3-y-o, 
110), and the Man o’ War gelding headed’ the 
leaders in the last strides, won by a nose from 
Billy Bee, with Wha Hae third, a length away.

NARRAGANSETT PARK CLOSES 

HOSE who believe that the New England 

area is being drained by too much racing, 
too heavy hketting, will find ample statistical ma- 
terial in returns from Narragansett Park, but 
will look in vain for any actual falling off. In- 
stead, for the three seasons of its history, Narra- 
gansett Park has had more racing annually, 
higher wagering. The 1936 season, closing on 
November 14 after a total of 76 racing days, had 
pushed the total betting to $34,096,865, or a daily 
average of $448643. Narragansett Park’s his- 
tory, as recorded on the totalizator:

Considering this rolling up of millions, Narra- 
gansett Park’s closing day supplied no very bril- 
liant climax. Race-goers who came and wagered 
$675,488 had no stakes event offered them. The 
feature was a $3,000 purse, for 3-year-olds and 
up, at 11-16 miles. Don Christmas’ Accolade was 
favored, but half-way down‘the back stretch his 
saddle slipped and Jockey R. Wholey had enough 
to do to stay on him. Up from behind, surpris- 
ingly, came Benjamin F. Lister’s Old Comrade, 
utter outsider, to win by a length. Old Comrade, 
bred and trained by R. W. Collins (Elsmeade 
Farm, Lexington), is by Lee O. Cotner—Betty B., 
by Flittergold. 

Supporting events were two allowance races 
for juveniles (the winners: W. H. Gallagher’s 
Zaca, by Zacaweista, and Clarence Buxton’s 
Knight’s Plume, by *Bright Knight) and a sprint 
for 3-year-olds and up with a $1,500 purse. Win- 
ner of the latter was the favorite, Miss A. Doris’ 
Lady Higloss, a 5-year-old daughter of Ladkin. 


RHODE ISLAND HANDICAP 

The New England tracks have been a happy 
hunting ground for C. V. Whitney’s Roustabout 
for some time. The *Chicle gelding won the 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes at Saratoga at two, 
and since that time has won five stakes. All of 
these were at New England tracks, four of them 
at Narragansett Park. Latest was the Rhode 
Island Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 3-16 miles) at Narragansett Park Novem- 
ber 11. Roustabout (114), a 4-to-5 choice, was 
permitted to settle slowly into stride, then moved 
ferward in good fashion. Charley Stevenson took 
him well out in the track, and he ran down the 
leaders at the sixteenth pole, drew out to win 
by slightly more than a length. Steve Panar- 
ella's Howard (113) closed well to take second 
place, a half-length in front of Mrs. M. C. Breen 
and Mrs. J. W. Garth's Don Guzman (106). The 
latter had taken the lead in the stretch from 
P. Bieber’s Chancing (111), which finished 


fourth. The others were Mountainy Man (106), 
Tugboat Frank (3-y-0, 103), and New Deal 
(106). Time, :24, :48, 1:1314, 1:38%6, 1:58, track 
fast. Stakes division, $6,475, $1,250, $750, $375.

Though never among the leaders in any of his 
four seasons, Roustabout has nevertheless been 
a sturdy performer. He has started 66 times, 
won 15 races, finished second 16 times, third 10 
times, and has earned $61,375. This year has 
been his best (though not, by $1,325, his most 
remunerative). He has started 20 times, won six 
races including three stakes, finished second four 
times, third four times, and has earned $21,675, 
which is a much better record for a handicap 
performer than the $23,000 he earned in 1934 
was for a 3-year-old. For further details of his 
breeding, see THE BLOOD-HORSE of September 5, 
page 255. 

KAMAR RULED OFF 

Jockey Charley Kamar, 18-year-old rider from 
Amsterdam, N. Y., turned into the stretch in the 
third race at Narragansett Park November 13, 
leading by two lengths on Reservist, odds-on fa- 
vorite. Kamar, according to notes appended to 
Daily Racing Form’s charts, “went to sleep in 
the final sixteenth and failed to notice the winner 
closing on the outside.” Nipped at the wire Re- 
servist was second to C. Moscarelli’s Paddy’s Sis- 
ter. Narragansett Park stewards took another 
view of the matter, set Kamar down for the rest 
of the meeting (one day), ordered him from the 
track, and recommended to the Rhode Island Di- 
vision of Horse Racing that the suspension be 
made permanent. Later in the afternoon that 
body ruled: “The Rhode Island Division of Horse 
Racing has this day, November 13, 1936, sus- 
pended Jockey C. Kamar for life on an unsatis- 
factory ride on Reservist in the third race at 
Narragansett.” 


ARLINGTON DOWNS 

LEAR weather and a track which came from 

good to fast helped the Arlington Downs 
meeting last week, and attendance and wager- 
ing improved. Favorites have had _ difficult 
going, however, and this fact is generally be- 
lieved to be a deterrent to heavy betting. During 
the week, from 48 races, only 12 favorites suc- 
ceeded, or 25 per cent. On Friday the thirteenth, 
however, for the only time during the week, half 
of the first choices won. Two stakes were run 
during the week, and reports of these appear 
below. Other featured events during the week 
were a 3-year-old allowance race on November 
9, for 3-year-olds, in which the winner was J. C. 
Palmer’s Rosselli, by *Traumer; a 2-year-old 
allowance race on November 12, won by Mrs. 
V. Wyse’s Eastport, by *Swift and Sure; a 3- 
year-old allowance race November 13 won by 
A. A. Baroni’s Marcabala, by Ariel; and an over- 
night handicap at 6!) furlongs on November 14, 
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won by D. J. Sullivan’s Trina, a *Sickle filly. 
Also sharing interest on November 14 was a 
115-mile event for $1,250 platers, won by B. 
Hernandez’s Manhattan, a 3-year-old *Axen- 
stein gelding. 

The meeting at Arlington Downs has two 
weeks to run, including the present one, and 
will close on November 28, according to present 
plans. Since Dailas will not ask for a fall meet- 
ing this year, there will be no racing in Texas 
on major tracks until January 1, when Alamo 
Downs opens, at San Antonio. 


BACHELOR DINNER WINS 
The six-furlong Armistice Day Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up) at Arlington 


Downs November 11 drew 13 starters. As a 
result Mrs. V. Wyse’s Bachelor Dinner (109) 
was coupled with Sir Ridgway (105) and Re- 


covery (103) to form the pari-mutuel field, and 
Mrs. A. M. Creech’s entry of Reaping (3-y-o, 
106) and Sound Advice (115) reduced the betting 
units to 10, which is the capacity of the totaliza- 
tor at the Arlington track. Ralph Hightshoe, 
placed on the extreme outside with Bachelor 
Dinner, shot the Pompey gelding to the front at 
the start, ran up a three-length lead in the 
first quarter-mile. There Reaping entered the 
chase, ran determinedly after the leader, but 
lacked a length and a quarter of catching him. 
Woolford Farm’s Mansco (3-y-o0, 113) made up 
three lengths in the last eighth to finish third, a 
head farther back, and a half-length in front of 
W. C. Stroube’s Croon (114). The others were 
Dreel (105), Infantry (3-y-o, 117), Lolschen 
(3-y-0, 103), Faust (3-y-o0, 108), Sound Advice, 
Candescent (107), Sir Ridgway, Recovery, and 
Infidox (3-y-o, 111). The winner paid $25 for a 
$2 straight ticket. Time, :23, :46, 1:11%5, track 
good. Stakes division, $2,470, $500, $250, $100.

Bachelor Dinner was purchased by Alfred 
Vanderbilt from the Shoshone Stud yearling con- 
signment at Saratoga in 1933 for $4,000. He 
won once at two, and at three won New Eng- 
land States Handicap, placed in two other stakes. 
Last June he was claimed, at Rockingham Park, 
by his prescnt owner for $3,000. In his three 
seasons, Bachelor Dinner has started 48 times, 
won 10 races, finished second seven times, third 
eight times, and has earned $12,590. Masked 
Dancer won at two and produced the winners 
Masked Ball (Mohawk Stakes), Enticing (also 
producer), Tripping Toe (dam of Nautch) and 
Masked Knight. She was also dam of Bal 
Masque, dam of four winners and the producer 
Mary V. Tripping, won at two, and produced 
10 winners, including Dinner Dance (Quickstep 
Handicap) and Step Lightly (Futurity and pro- 
ducer), and the producers Trip Lightly and Dear 
Maria (dam of the stakes winner Flagstone). 
*Fairy Slipper produced eight winners, includ- 
ing the stakes winners Footpad, Doubled, and 
Sweeper, and Pantoufle (22 wins), and the pro- 
ducers Chinela and Nethersole. 


NAVANOD’S BEST RACE 


The Waggoner Memorial Handicap ($15,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 14% miles), run at 
Arlington Downs November 14, drew the largest, 
though hardly the best, field in its short history. 
Fifteen starters faced Roy Dickerson in the 
event, but they were sent away after only a 
minute at post. There was only the usual amount 
of crowding, none having any definite bearing 
on the result. Pundit (110), coupled with Faust 
(3-y-0, 105) as the Corsicana Stable and A. G. 
Tarn entry, shot away from the gate with fine 
speed, his running mate nearest in pursuit. Mrs. 
T. Stevenson’s Tempestuous (112), coupled in 
the betting with Sablin (110) and Rosselli (3-y-o, 
102), was also in the first flight, as were Ap- 
pealing (3-y-o, 118) and Marynell (109). Pundit 
hammered off a first quarter in 2315; seconds, 
duplicated the performance through the next 
quarter. He had drawn out to a three-length 
lead over Faust, and behind the latter Tem- 
pestuous, Appealing, and Marynell were holding 
their respective positions. Mrs. A. A. Baroni’s 
Ann O’Ruley (111) had come up to sixth place, 
and those who had backed the favored Baroni 
entry, also including Star Shadow (116) and 
Goldeneye (3-y-0, 110) found themselves in the 
running for the first time. 


The third quarter was covered in 25 seconds 
making the time for the six furlongs 1:1125, and 
equaling the track record for the distance. 
Pundit was still sailing along in front, but Faust 
was fourth and falling back. Tempestuous was 
coming up dangerously, Appealing had reached 
third place; Marynell was holding on. Ann 
O’Ruley was blocked going into the turn, fell 
back hopelessly, but her  stablemate, Star 
Shadow, was beginning his run, having worked 
up from thirteenth place. The pace slowed still 
more in the fourth quarter, which was covered 
in 26 seconds. Pundit had tired and was through. 
Faust was out of it, Appealing was fourth. Tem- 
pestuous had driven into the lead, had found an 
unexpected menace in Clarence E. Davison’s 
Navanod (102), a 32-to-1 outsider which had 
been racing near the middle of the pack for

the first six furlongs. Jockey H. Hauer had 
moved the *Hourless horse forward between the 
tiring leaders, and at the eighth-pole had him 
second, a length and a half behind Tempestuous, 
with clear racing room. In the last furlong, 
Navanod got up on even terms with Tempestu- 
ous, had his nose in front in the last stride. 
Tempestuous, tiring but game, was a length 
and a half in front of Star Shadow. Fourth was 
Millsdale Stable’s recently purchased Giant 
Killer (3-y-0, 107), which had not been promi- 
nent in the early running. In order followed 
Cascapedia (3-y-0, 96), Sablin, Marynell, Ann 
O’Ruley, Rosselli, Goldeneye, Woodlander (108), 
Pundit, Appealing, Short Skirt (3-y-o, 105), and 
Faust. Time, :2315, :46%5, 1:11%, 1:37%, 
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1:50%; (mew track record), track fast. Stakes 
division, $14,100, $2,500, $1,500, $750. 

Navanod which has raced to be claimed for 
as little as $2,500, won the Francis S. Peabody 
Memorial Handicap and the Bay Meadows 
Thanksgiving Handicap at four. In all he has 
started 71 times, won nine races, finished sec- 
ond 11 times, third 10 times, and has earned 
$26,340. He raced at two and three for Brent- 
wocd Stable, owned by his breeder, Rogers Cald- 
well. After his first stakes victory at four he 
was sold privately to T. C. Worden, under whose 
silks he raced until October 7, when he was 
claimed for $2,500 at Lincoln Fields by his 


present owner. *Blackflight has also produced 
the winners Argos (in Brazil), Blackfly (in 


Ceylon), and Wild Child. Besides Navanod and 
Wild Child, she has dropped but one foal in 
America. *Starflight is dam of *Star Jester 
(Woodstock Plate), *Witticism, Sparkling Wit, 
Flying Comet (also producer), Elfin Star, Comet, 
and Insco (Post and Paddock Stakes and sire). 
She is sister to “North Star III, Boot to Boot, 
and Blossom Time (Pimlico Futurity and dam 
of Blue Larkspur). 


CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN TO BAY MEADOWS 


HE end of the 25-day meeting at Tanforan, 

which closed November 11, found the pari- 
mutuel total climbing to $3,529,164, for a daily 
average of $141,166. This represents a consider- 
able advance over the 1935 fall season, when the 
average, for the same number of days, was 
$109,099. Tanforan can operate on a daily aver- 
age turnover of about $80,000, so that the season 
which has just closed was a very successful one, 
and is certainly the best that the San Bruno 
track has had since racing was revived in Cali- 
fornia. Another record made at Tanforan this 
year was that 42 per cent of the favorites won. 
This average, good at any pari-mutuel track, 
was the best ever registered at Tanforan. Bet- 
tors who place their faith in selectors may rumi- 
nate over the fact that while 88 public choices 
won at Tanforan, the best any professional se- 
lector could register was 62 winners. 

Those who attended Bay Meadows’ opening 
day, November 14, got about as much speed as 
any racing crowd could expect. The track was 
drying out, got in lightning condition after the 
fourth race. The fifth race, an overnight handi- 
cap at one mile, went in new track record time 
of 1:36°5, the winner being Hynes and Beezley’s 
Velociter, a 5-year-old Peter Pan gelding. The 
next race was the stakes feature, and Alviso 
set another track record, going six furlongs in 
1:0945. The seventh race, another overnight 
handicap at one mile, resulted in a dead heat. 
Hynes and Beezley’s Blue Boot, a very hard- 
running Boot to Boot 3-year-old filly, came from 
last place in the stretch with a rush that got 
her on even terms with H. C. Hatch’s Sweep- 
staff (by Sweepster) at the finish. The time for 
the mile was 1:3645, which was two-fifths of a 
second faster than the track record had been 
before Velociter lowered it in the fifth event. 
The closing event, at 1! miles, was won by L. 
Hodges’ Terry Hill, a 6-year-old Terry gelding. 
Terry Hill, though racing for a claiming price 
of $1,200, kept up the speed, set a new track 
record of 2:32°%5 for the distance. 


CALIFORNIA’S LASSIES 

Tanforan’s manager-owner, J. W. Marchbank, 
commented several weeks ago that there were 
too many races in his state open only to Cali- 
fornia-bred horses. Saying that he had one 
stakes for such horses on his program, he said 
also that it was not at his own volition, but a 
result of the suggestion of the California Horse 
Racing Board. That his misgivings had some 
point was evidenced by the field for the Cali- 
fornia Lassie Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-old 
fillies foaled in California, six furlongs) on Tan- 
foran’s closing day, November 11. Only one, 
Bonicon, which raced last summer at Thistle 
Down for a claiming price of $1,400, had been 
considered good enough to bring East. Of the 
others, only four had not raced in claiming 
events, and a large number of the 25 victories 
which the various members of the 11-horse field 
had gained had been in other events for Cali- 
fornia-breds. No two of them had earned as 
much as the total purse for the Lassie Stakes. 

The winner was Meadowbrook Stable’s favored 
Sharp Girl, a brown daughter of *Bistouri. 
Jockey Frank Chojnacki kept her in good posi- 
tion throughout. She was in close quarters on 
the turn, but got through an opening in the 
stretch to run down William Le Baron’s Brown 
Jade and draw out to win by a length. Mrs. M. 
Childs’ Elswick ran strongly through the stretch 
to take second place, a head in front of Brown 
Jade. Mrs. V. Phelps’ Voltdair was fourth, a 
half-length farther back. The others, in order, 
were Carbon Copy, Golden Ivy, Bonicon, Leeds, 
Suspension, Altobank, and Atoel. Each starter 
carried 119 pounds. Time, :23'5, :4615, 1:18, 
track fast. Stakes division, $5,410, $1,000, $500, 
$250.

Sharp Girl has started 17 times, won six races, 
finished second three times, third twice, and has 
earned $8,685. Devil Girl, bred by John E. Mad- 
den, at Hamburg Place, Lexington, raced up to 
seven, winning $14,419. She has produced two 
other named foals, Bunch Boy (winner at three, 
four, and five, 1986) and Poco Diablo (at two, 
three, and four, 1936). Little Devil, also bred at 
Hamburg Place, also won. She produced three 
other foals, all fillies, and all winners. These 
were June Day, Impact (dam of the winner 
Shadowdawn), and Be Still (dam of the winners 


Be Quiet and Be There). La Pucelle won 20 
races, and produced five winners from seven 
foals. 


ALVISO SPRINTS WELL 

Bay Meadows, since last spring, has been ex- 
perimenting with a chemically treated racing 
strip, designed to dry out with extreme rapidity. 
This was not wholly successful in the spring, 
but results of the first day’s racing this fall 
indicate either that the track dries rapidly or 
that it is down hill all the way. The track was 
tagged “good” for the first two races on Novem- 
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ber 14, then was called fast. In the remaining 
six races, three track records were broken, and 
in another race two horses raced to a dead heat, 
only one-fifth second slower than the _ track 
record which had been set two races earlier. 
From all this speed, Highland Springs Stock 
Farm Stable’s Alviso (113) turned in the best 
performance. Going to the front in the first 
stride of the Inaugural Handicap ($1,500 added, 
all ages, six furlongs), Alviso sprinted to the 
finish, leading all the way, in 1:0945. He won 
in hand by a length and a quarter. W. A. 
Thomas’ Lady Bowman (113) finished second, 
might have been closer if she had not thrown 
up her head some 20 yards from the finish. 
Mrs. M. Smith's The Pelican (107) was third, 
and J. K. Houssels’ Happy Bolivar (3-y-o, 110) 
fourth. Uppermost (117), the favorite, was next, 
followed by Mad Joss (3-y-0, 103) and Moss Gal 
(2-y-o0, 103). Vere Thompson rode the winner. 
Time, :22°%5, :45°5, 1:0945 (new track record), 
track fast. Stakes division, $1,235, $500, $150, 
$75.

Alviso, bred and raced by Baron Long, was 
turned over to Louis Almgren, former chief of 
the San Diego fire department, when Mr. Long 
retired from racing. He has won nine of his 
26 starts, finished second twice, third six times, 
and has earned $5,620. He won the Speed Han- 
dicap at Longacres last summer. Pretty Pol 
won, and has also produced the winner Royal 
Chef (14 races at two, three, four, and five), 
and has no other foals of racing age. Polly 
Connelly is also dam of the winners Little Polly 
(also producer), Newmarket, Steinway, Festic, 
Kerry Green, and Little Connelly. Pirate Polly 
won Creedmore Stakes, Michaelmas Handicap, 
and produced the winners Skeets (28 wins), Dr. 
Larrick (19 wins), Allan Gold, Larchmont, and 
Polly Leighton. 


MOMENTUM AT SANTA ANITA 


Santa Anita’s opening does not come until 
Christmas Day, but already about 200 horses are 
at the track, and publicity releases from Los An- 
geles indicate that some 1,400 more are expected. 
The J. H. Whitney horses, and those of F. A. 
Carreaud, Tranquility Farm, Pasadena Stable, 
Greenfield Stable, and others, are already there, 
the C. V. Whitney horses are on the way, having 
left Lexington November 16, and other owners 
who have made application for stalls include Al- 
fred Vanderbilt, Mrs. Silas B. Mason, Norman W. 
Church, Anthony Pelleteri, Millsdale Stable, and 
others. Raoul Walsh, motion picture director, 
announces the entry of Grand Manitou, French 
3-year-old, for the Santa Anita Handicap, and 
the Los Angeles Turf Club expects other foreign 
horses to attempt invasion this winter. Grand 
Manitou, announced as “one of the leading 3- 
year-olds in France,” is by Massine—Impera- 
trice, by Sunstar. Santa Anita officials have pos- 
sibly been misled concerning his rating in France. 


Grand Manitou won one race from three starts 
at two (worth about $600), and this year has 
won one race (worth about $720) from nine 
starts, was second in the Prix Lupin. 


NEW YORK 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


EW YORK'’S State Racing Commission, meet- 

ing November 16, emerged with three defi- 
nite suggestions for The Jockey Club, gave ap- 
proving consideration to two other matters of 
general racing interest. Most important, as far 
as actual racing is concerned, was the recom- 
mendation that provision be made for the licens- 
ing of half-bred horses, for racing purposes only, 
in America. This grew, apparently, out of the 
recent refusal to accept the entry of Mrs. James 
Shand’s Thankerton to the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, because there is at present no way in which 
a horse not accepted by a “recognized” stud book 
can be registered in America, and because Ameri- 
can racing rules do not permit the racing of any 
horse not so entered. Two other suggestions 
were that New York follow Kentucky by altering 
the rule governing jockey suspensions, so that 
previously made stakes engagements will not be 
included in a suspension; and that no purse race 
in New York be for less than $1,000. 

In addition, the racing commission considered 
a plan to establish a permanent system of in- 
surance for jockeys, and approved the extension 
of an eye examination and sight test to New 
York stewards. This examination is already 
mandatory for placing and patrol judges. 


DEATH OF JOSEPH MORRISSEY 

Joseph F. Morrissey, superintendent of the 
C. V. Whitney estate at Saratoga Springs for 
36 years, died last week at the age of 63, after 
having been in failing health for a year. ‘Mr. 
Morrissey had served three generations of the 
Whitney family in the same capacity, beginning 
with William Collins Whitney, continuing with 
his son, Harry Payne Whitney, and the latter’s 
son, C. V. Whitney. 

An Albany reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE, in the 
course of a letter eulogizing Mr. Morrissey as 
a splendid horseman, writes: “There never was 
a better farmer than Joe Morrissey. He grew 
the best carrots that grow. He would sow them 
so they would be a certain height for the first 
of the Saratoga meeting, and would have a 
second bed for the balance of the meeting. The 
same went with clover. It would be cut early 
so the second cutting would be the right height 
for the horses to get the proper good from it, 
and he would have another lot for the second 
half of the races. The carrots and clover were 
delivered every morning to the stables at the 
track.” 


CAMERA WINS 


Those who argue that the “camera favors the 
outside horse’ now have the Bureau of Standards 
of the United States Department of Commerce 
against them, as well as common sense. Dr. I. 
C. Gardner, chief of the optical instruments sec- 
tion of the bureau, checked Saratoga’s camera 
last summer, made other investigation, reported 
on November 11: 


An examination of the installation brought out that, 
where the imaginary finish line is at a true 90-degree 
angle to the course of running, there is no possibility 
of error by the camera. 
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CALIFORNIA NOTES

ONDAY, November 9, 4 p. m., found an 

admiring throng at the unloading platform 
at Santa Anita Park welcoming the three-car 
shipment of the stable of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Hay Whitney, the first of the big time stables 
to arrive. They shipped well under the eye of 
Trainer W. J. Norton. The surprise package of 
the consignment was Miss Merriment. The 
second best sprinting mare in America, recently 
purchased from Victor Emanuel by Jock Whit- 
ney, has had her scheduled retirement deferred. 
This, of course, is an agreeable surprise. 

Mr. Bones was applauded as he was led from 
the car. So was Singing Wood, the winner of 
the Santa Margarita here last winter. Among 
the others were Gleeman, 3-year-old winner of 
three races this year, and Francesca, which must 
have shown Bill Norton something to warrant 
the transcontinental journey. Possible candidates 
for the $50,000 Santa Anita Derby, to be run on 
Washington's Birthday, are Tall Oak, promising 
brown colt by *Dis Done—-Acorn; Upper Berth, a 
colt by The Porter—Star Drift; Peggy Porter, a 
filly by The Porter—Pretty Peggy; and Sleep 
Well, a grey daughter of *Royal Minstrel—Goldie 
S. Nine yearlings completed the Whitney string. 
Two yearlings the property of the Manhasset 
Stable came along, as did *Delphinium, a stakes 
winner by Blue Larkspur. This one was _ pur- 
chased by Neil S. McCarthy from the Brook- 
meade Stable. Preparations were being made 
to hurry him out to his owner’s ranch at Triunfo. 
He will be tested in graded handicaps before 
being retired to the stud. 

The F. A. Carreaud stable is comfortably set- 
tled. Time Supply is his usual rugged self. Here, 
to my mind, is one of the sturdiest horses in 
training. The 6-year-old son of Time Maker has 
never taken a lame step in his life. If he does 
his chores well, Mr. Carreaud says, he will jour- 
ney northwards to Bay Meadows to try for the 
Bay Meadows Handicap again. War Glory, the 
Man o’ War horse for which Mr. Carreaud paid 
$15,000, seems as if he might get around the 
oval again, but if not he will do court duty at 
the Flying Horse Farm of Sumner Pingree near 
Boston. As to Time Supply’s future home, when 
he is retired, it will be either Maryland or Cali- 
fornia. I know that had Time Supply won the 
Santa Anita Handicap last year it was the in- 
tention of the Carreauds to retire from racing 
and settle here in California and establish a stud 
with Time Supply as its nucleus. The French-

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TATISTICS published in Daily Racing Form 

indicate that the upward trend in Kentucky 
racing, well marked in 1935, has continued 
through 1936. There were 99 days of racing this 
year, as compared with 97 in 1935, and purse 
distribution rose from $615,890 in 1935 to 
$648,930. Keeneland’s inaugural meeting gave 
Lexington its first racing since 1933, added 
$55,805 to the purse distribution, which was 
actually smaller both at Latonia and Churchill 
Downs, since these tracks had fewer racing days 
in 1936. Average daily distribution, best key to 
racing prosperity, rose from $6,349 in 1935 to 
$6,554, which is the highest figure since 1932 
($6,869), but still far below the 1931 average of 
$11,017 daily. A comparison of the last six 
years, on a basis of average daily purse dis- 
tribution:

THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

The Thoroughbred Club of America, resuming 
its regular meetings at the Phoenix Hotel, Lex- 
ington, last Saturday, November 14, heard Jonas 
Weil, Lexington farmer, stock breeder and 
trader, summarize his conclusions from 40 years 
experience with raising bluegrass, the principal 
pasture crop of the horse-breeding section of 
Kentucky. The speaker was introduced by 
Arthur B. Hancock, who declared that it was 
owing to bluegrass that more great breeding 
farms were located within 20 miles of Lexington 
than in any other area of similar size in the 
world. In two days, Mr. Hancock said, a visitor 
making his headquarters at Lexington, can see 
75 per cent of the best stallions in America. He 
introduced Mr. Weil as a leading authority on 
the subject of bluegrass. The complete text of 
Mr. Weil’s excellent address is given in this 
issue. 

Frank B. Jones commented on the success of 
the annual dinner of the Thoroughbred Club, and 
suggested that next year’s dinner should be pre- 
ceded by an informal hour during which a part 
of the program would be given, in order to avoid 
an unduly lengthy meeting. 

J. A. Estes discussed the possibility of having 
Guy Hart, of Kalamazoo, Mich., show his motion 
pictures of great races and noted farms in 
America and England at the meeting of the 
club to be held on Saturday, December 12, at 
which time Mr. Hart expects to be in Lexington. 
TOO DARK 

Pimlico’s crowd on November 7 registered con- 
siderable dissatisfaction when the photograph of 
the finish (made with the Foto-Finish camera) 
gave little more than a blur.

text of an address delivered Saturday, November 
14, before the Thoroughbred Club of America by 
Jonas Weil, one of the most successful stock- 
raisers of central Kentucky. He speaks from an 
experience of 40 years. 


HAVE often spoken to farmers on how to 

create and maintain good bluegrass pastures, 
but on this occasion I find it difficult because I 
know that many of your farms are nearly all in 
grass, and most of them have not been plowed 
for many years; and I also know how reluctant 
most of you breeders are to plow up your pas- 
tures, no doubt due to the fact that your barns 
and paddocks are located in the midst of these 
pastures where your horses must be kept. Thus, 
plowing and reseeding cause great inconvenience. 
Therefore, it is most essential that your field 
should be properly and carefully sowed down into 
grass to become permanent pastures. 


It is proportionately as costly to graze a bad 
weedy pasture as it is to train a mediocre horse. 
It is not my intention to tell you what you should 
do. I shall tell you of my observations and prac- 
tical experiences of the past 40 years, with con- 
clusions which are not hastily drawn. 


Making pastures in the Blue Grass region is 
not as complicated a task as keeping them going 
after they have been made. The quality and 
quantity of good grass and the permanency of 
clean pastures mainly depend on whether or not 
the preparation of the land and the right time of 
sowing are properly carried out. 


Bluegrass has its birthday in the fall, and the 
beginning of a good bluegrass pasture must be a 
well prepared, pulverized seed bed, free of weeds. 
It is much easier to eradicate weeds before the 
bluegrass is sown than it is afterwards; weeds 
are enemies to bluegrass. We always fear weeds 
will dominate the soil, so for that and for other 
reasons we always sow bluegrass with a nurse 
crop such as barley, wheat or rye, some time be- 
tween the middle of September and the middle 
of October. After that time of the year, weeds 
generally lie dormant. This gives bluegrass a 
chance for a good start, without contention with 
weeds. A small grain nurse crop sown with blue- 
grass seed soon occupies the entire surface. When 
that is done, weeds have less chance to start 
and get the upper hand. The nurse crop will 
protect the young bluegrass during winter 
against freezing, and in summer against heat. 
Of course the nurse crop must be properly grazed 
so as not to smother out the bluegrass. Spring 
sowing is much more hazardous and more likely 
to fail. Most failures come from droughts, and 
very few from freezing. This year’s drought is 
renewed proof to us that fall sowing is best. 
When the rains came this October old bluegrass 
started to grow, but weeds didn’t, and bluegrass 
sown last month has made a wonderful growth 
by now, with not a weed in sight. These favor- 
able conditions would be impossible with spring 
sowing. 

After the right time of sowing and preparing 
of the land have been determined, two tons of 
very fine pulverized limestone should be disked 
in, and 14 pounds fancy bluegrass seed should be 
sowed to the acre, as well as one and one-half 
bushels small grain, such as rye, barley or wheat. 
A drill with bluegrass seeder attachment should 
be used to complete the sowing with one opera- 
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tion at the same time. This should be done as 
stated any time between the middle of Septem- 
ber and the middle of October. Red clover seed 
should be sown the following March at the rate 
of one bushel to eight acres. In order that we 
may divide the risk, we usually sow a bushel to 
16 acres the first of March, and a bushel to 16 
acres the last of March. Thus, the hazards from 
freezing out are lessened. 


It is our opinion that red clover growing in a 
young bluegrass pasture is absolutely necessary 
in order to procure a real healthy, vigorous blue- 
grass pasture. A very prominent manager of a 
very fine breeding establishment, in discussing 
with me the necessity of clover to make a good 
bluegrass pasture, quickly stated, “We don’t want 
any clover—we want good bluegrass pastures.” 
Inasmuch as clover is so essential to the land, 
would it not be better to be inconvenienced for a 
year or two in order that we might build up a 
nitrogen content of the soil, in order to have bet- 
ter permanent pastures? Clover as a rule doesn’t 
last over one or two years, and could be cut for 
hay. Limestone is a good mother to clover, and 
clover is a friend of bluegrass. 


If you would disk pulverized limestone into 
your fields and sow clover in the spring following 
bluegrass in the fall, you would obtain cleaner 
and healthier pastures. Your horses would bene- 
fit in the same way cattle and sheep do. Well- 
shaped, good livestock, as well as crops, always 
come off of outstanding grazing farms, and off 
poor grazing farms, poor and ill-shaped livestock 
and crops are the result. Much has already been 
said about our limestone water and its good ef- 
fects on horses and other livestock. It would 
seem to me that the water of our limestone 
springs would be more beneficial than rain water, 
such as contained in ponds or reservoirs. 


From our experiences with cattle and sheep 
raised or grazed in the Blue Grass region, we are 
convinced that it is the bluegrass that gives all 
livestock, including horses, advantages they can- 
not get in any other state. This is the only sec- 
tion of the country in which livestock can enjoy 
grazing the entire year around. Livestock is 
healthier here than anywhere else, and in our 
opinion the main reason for it is our bluegrass 
pastures. Hence, no trouble can be too much in 
properly preparing and maintaining a bluegrass 
pasture, and the fact that a pasture has been 
lying in grass for years is no reason to believe 
it adequately functions for the purpose for which 
we use it. 


I venture to say that many of you gentlemen 
are more interested in how to get rid of weeds 
now in your pastures than you are in creating 
good, new pastures. Many breeding establish- 
ments depend on the mower to remove weeds, so 
you don’t have to look at them. That’s all the 
mower does; it cannot eradicate weeds; the roots 
stay in the ground and multiply, and displace 
what you would like to have grow. As they in- 
crease, the roots of the bluegrass plants decrease. 
Weedy pastures afford very little grass, of very 
inferior quality, and horses know it; when pas- 
tures are sowed down into clean seed beds in the 
right manner and properly grazed with some 
cattle and sheep, they will very seldom have to 
be mowed. The Hancock farms are a living proof 
of this statement. 

Our experiences have been that bluegrass pas- 
tures need occasional rest, and if all stock is 
taken out if only for two or three weeks, so that 
the pasture can freshen up, the grass will grow 


more vigorously and livestock, including horses, 
will enjoy grazing the re-freshened grass. 

The old story, “A change of pasture will make 
good cattle,” is also undoubtedly true of horses. 
Grass should neither be grazed too close nor too 
long. Neither is conducive to good results. Long, 
tall grass becomes the harbor of worms and in- 
sects, harmful not only to the sod, but often to 
the livestock as well. Grass grazed too close 
is helpful to weeds only. 

In conclusion I would like to say that beauti- 
fully painted fences around paddocks and fields 
without good grass remind me of a Mr. Lehman 
of Baltimore. He was an exporter of cattle to 
Europe, and a good many years ago he used to 
come to Lexington. He stopped at a certain 
hotel. I asked him how he liked the hotel. His 
answer was, “If they would give me more food, 


and less flowers and music, I would like it bet- 


ter.’ Of course your horses can’t talk; but if 
they could, they would say, “Beautiful buildings 
and paddocks do not a pasture make.” 


WHITNEY FOALS, 1936 

OHN HAY WHITNEY, who entered the 

Thoroughbred sport only a few years ago, has 
now become the largest breeder of racers in the 
Whitney family. At his Kentucky farm, the 
former Old Hickory farm of Col. Phil T. Chinn, 
he has 29 foals of 1936, and at his Llangollen 
Farm in Virginia are nine others, 38 in all, not 
to mention those he breeds in Great Britain. At 
the Greentree Farm of Mrs. Payne Whitney, 
Lexington, 31 foals have been registered, includ- 
ing one owned by Mrs. Charles Shipman Payson, 
daughter of Mrs. Whitney. At the C. V. Whitney 
Farm, Lexington, are 26 foals. There are some 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE who are not happy 
until the complete list of Whitney foals has been 
published; hence the list from the four farms is 
given below. 

The first foals by the great racer Equi- 
poise are included. At the C. V. Whitney farm 
are three colts and three fillies by the famous 
son of Pennant, besides a colt at Greentree, and 
a filly at John Hay Whitney’s Kentucky farm. 
It will be noted also that C. V. Whitney has two 
weanlings by Boojum and that John Hay Whit- 
ney has one. This is to date the largest crop of 
foals sired by that speed marvel, which, because 
of an injury, has been unable to accept the full 
duties of stud service.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


The Cambridgeshire 
LONDON, NOVEMBER 1. 


AST fixture of the season at Turf headquar- 

ters, Newmarket’s Houghton meeting was 
thoroughly enjoyable, and not since the late Mr. 
Sol. Joel’s Polymelus, Danny Maher riding, landed 
a general gamble in 1906, have we had a more 
popular winner of the Cambridgeshire than Sir 
Abe Bailey’s colt, Dan Bulger. Some professional 
backers put away their “betting boots’’ for the 
year after Dan Bulger had won. Their winter’s 
keep was secure, and we shall see little more of 
them in Tattersall’s Ring until the Lincoln meet- 
ing next March. 

When he won the Clare Handicap at Newmar- 
ket on October 1, Dan Bulger was revealed as a 
reasonable betting proposition for the big race 
of last week, and punters, great and small, helped 
themselves. There is always a good market on 
the Cambridgeshire, and thanks also to the book- 
makers trading in Irish sweepstakes tickets, the 
odds against the popular fancy were always 
generous. 

There were never any “ifs or buts’? about him; 
training reports were satisfactory, and although 
there was an eleventh hour doubt about his rider, 
these were set at rest on the day before the 
race when the Jockey Club stewards exonerated 
T. Weston from any blame in the matter of the 
running of Sir Abe Bailey’s 2-year-old Cold 
Scent at the Newbury meeting. 

When the market was formed on the course 
there was a furore for the Lancashire-trained 
Pegomas, which brought him to favoritism at 
sixes, but Dan Bulger remained firm at a point

longer odds, and he unquestionably carried a deal 


more money than any horse in any handicap this 
season. 


In the race he readily justified the supreme 
confidence of his owner and trainer. Weston told 
me afterwards that Dan Bulger gave him a beau- 
tiful ride all the way, and although Laureat II, 
Tempest II, Finalist, and Daytona seemed to be 
going equally well a furlong and a half from 
home, there was only one in it when it came to 
breasting the final rise. Dan Bulger strode up 
the hill like a lion, and, without being unduly 
pressed, won by two lengths from Daytona, 
which beat Laureat II on the post by a short 
head. Finalist, third last year, was now fourth, 
with the French colt Tempest II fifth, Command- 
er III (who was hampered at the start) sixth, 
and Holyrood seventh. Twenty-two ran, and the 
time, 1:51%5, is two seconds slower than the 
record jointly held by Disarmament and Wych- 
wood Abbot. 


Sir Abe Bailey watched the race from the 
Members’ Stand, but he is a bit lame with rheu- 
matism these days and he did not go to the un- 
saddling enclosure to receive the congratulations 
of his innumerable friends. With stakes winnings 
amounting to nearly 24,000 sovereigns, Sir Abe 
is having the best season of his long racing ca- 
reer. There is no owner whom I would rather 
see winning races. A better gambler or a finer 
sportsman could not be found.

Cottrill sent 
his purchases up for auction again at the New- 
market December sales, and advised Sir Abe 
Bailey to buy them. Sir Abe gave 430 guineas 
for Dan Bulger and 670 guineas for Lovely Rosa, 
and as the latter won the Oaks Stakes, it was a 
useful speculation. 


Daytona, which was showing his best form 
since his juvenile days when running up to Dan 
Bulger, is a big chestnut son of Fairway. He 
still shows a lot of daylight under him, but when 
he furnishes to his generous frame he may fulfil 
all the high hopes once entertained of him. He 
was conceding six pounds to Dan Bulger in the 
Cambridgeshire. 

Of the weight-for-age races at the Newmarket 
meeting, one of the most interesting was the 
Limekiln Stakes (10 furlongs), won by Sir Fred- 
erick Eley’s charming filly Barrowby Gem from 
Field Trial and Theft. It was the last appear- 
ance in public of Theft, and he started an even- 
money favorite, but the dapper 4-year-old son of 
Tetratema was not good enough, and was beaten 
after going a mile. Barrowby Gem is a daughter 
of Hurstwood out of the Grand Parade mare 
Flower Show, and I understand that she has been 
acquired by the Sledmere Stud for a figure in the 
region of 10,000 guineas. She is a grand-looking 
filly and I shall be greatly interested in her pro- 
duce. 


Hesperus paid further tribute to the merit of 
Early School’s Ascot form by carrying 133 pounds 
and winning the Dalham Stakes (six furlongs) 
in easy fashion by three lengths from Jack Joel’s 
No Reply gelding, with Puzzler third in a field 
of 18. Hesperus is by Highborn II out of Hes- 
peris, by Phalaris, and is one of the best and most 
consistent 2-year-olds of the year. He is not bred 
to stay, and is not engaged in next season's 
classic races.

Dewhurst Stakes 


HE chief 2-year-old race of the week was the 

Dewhurst Stakes (seven furlongs). There 
were six runners, and for the fifth year in suc- 
cession, Frank Butters sent out the winner. This 
was the Princess Aly Khan’s colt Sultan Ma- 
homed, who started at 20 to 1 against, and won 
by a head from Sir Victor Sassoon’s Sunbather, 
with the Aga Khan’s Ali Pasha (much more fan- 
cied by the stable than the winner) a neck away 
third, and the odds-on favorite, Mr. Woodward's 
Sansalvo, fourth. 


Sultan Mahomed, a hard grey son of the French 
horse Massine, had done little in his previous 
races, and although ridden by Gordon Richards, 
was ignored in the betting. He proved that he 
has stamina (as befits the son of an Ascot Gold 
Cup winner), but I doubt if this Dewhurst Stakes 
form amounts to a great deal. The four leaders 
finished practically abreast, and if Sansalvo had 
not been unlucky in running, I think he would 
just about have won. 


It is strange that Frank Butters should have 
ended his extraordinary run of bad luck in this 
race which he has so consistently “farmed.” He 
has charge of the finest collection of bloodstock 
in the country, yet since Taj Akbar won a race 
at Nottingham on August 11, until Sultan Ma- 
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homed won, the stable had secured only a couple 
of paltry 100-sovereign plates. 

When Bala Hissar won the Dewhurst Stakes 
12 months ago, in time that was a fraction of a 
second slower than was returned last week, the 
performance so impressed the Jockey Club handi- 
capper that he placed the Aga Khan’s colt at the 
head of the Free Handicap for 2-year-olds. Bala 
Hissar has proved altogether unworthy of that 
distinction. I doubt if Sultan Mahomed will be 
ranked within 10 pounds of the top weight, Early 
School, in this season’s handicap. 


Lord Stanley’s game mare Quashed repeated 
last year’s success in the Jockey Club Cup (214 
miles), comfortably beating her solitary rival, 
the Ebor Handicap winner Penny Royal, by a 
length. Quashed remains in training for an- 
other 12 months, and presumably will make a 
bid for a second Ascot Gold Cup. There is no 
news yet as to whether Omaha will remain here 
to make another attempt to lift the coveted 
trophy, but in any case, Mr. Woodward is sure 
to have a worthy representative. If Omaha is 
not available there is the St. Leger winner, Bos- 
well, to carry the spotted jacket. 


Months ahead, I predicted that Quashed would 
win the Ascot Cup last June, but the gallant mare 
will not be my selection next year. Fearless Fox, 
Boswell, Precipitation, and Suzerain will be a 
company of 4-year-olds which I think will prove 
too good for Quashed.

Perifox Unfortunate 


ROM Newmarket we journeyed to Hurst Park 

for the Saturday fixture, the attraction being 
the rivalry of Perifox, Diplomat, Waterbird, and 
Terror in the Two-Year-Old Stakes. Twelve 
months ago Boswell won the race for William 
Woodward, and I hoped to see an even more 
promising aspirant in the same ownership, Peri- 
fox, atone for his Middle Park Stakes failure. I 
was doomed to disappointment. Incessant rain 
had made the going terribly holding, and Perifox 
once again was the victim of misfortune. Crossed 
and bumped at the start by Terror, both lost be- 
tween six and eight lengths, and though Perifox 
lay down to his work at the distance the handi- 
cap proved too severe. One thing the race dis- 


closed. Waterbird possesses stamina limitations 
and like his dam, Water Way, may do best over’ 
sprint courses. Halfway Waterbird appeared to 
have the measure of Diplomat, who struggled on 
courageously and stayed appreciably the better 
over the six furlongs. Game and consistent and 
possessing scope for further improvement, Diplo- 
mat ranks as a real good colt about 10 pounds 
below classic form. As a full-brother to Jim 
Thomas and a Stratford product, my one doubt 
is whether Diplomat will train on. Conditions 
equal, he will never again defeat Perifox.
